Greek champion AEK has just signed top 
Yugoslav international Franjo Viadic from 
Velez Mostar and will include him in the 
squad that will tour Australia next month. 


Viadic, a midfield player, was 
introduced to AEK by his com- 
patriot and close friend Dusan 
Bajevic, one of the team’s top 
players who played a major part in 
AEK winning the championship 
this year. 

AEK president Mr Loukas Bar- 
los, in a telephone message to 
Melbourne officials, assured them 
that only the strongest possible 
squad with all its international 
stars, will come to Austrailia. 

Mr Barlos emphasised the im- 
portance of the tour by saying 
thet AEK regards the matches in 
Australia as its toughest possible 
preparation for the European Cup 
elimination matches in Septem- 
ber. 

Austrian coach Herman Stes, 
38, will be ARK's new boss during 
the team’s tour. 

He has just been hired by AEK 
for one year and his salary will be 
$3500 a month plus bonuses 
which include a rent-free home in 
an exclusive Athens suburb, $13.- 
500 if the team wins the 


championship and $2000 if it 
qualifies for the 2nd round for the 
European Cup. 

The relatively young Austrian 
coached Austria Wien and twice 
won the Austrian championship 
Last year his team won the 
championship by 14 points and 
this year the difference was 15 
points. He Is also known for his 
tough discipline on players — 
something that might fall hard on 
the care free Greeks.

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With Mr Jim Bayutti as its 
founder member, APIA started 
in a smalt competition — 
Sydney's Canterbury District 
Association — in 1954 as an 
amateur club but quickly rose 
to rank among the top clubs 
with the formation of the new 
governing body known as the 
NSW. Federation of Soccer 
Clubs. 

It was in 1959 that APIA 

showed its teeth by finishing 
second to Prague in the league 
premiership. The same year 
APIA qualified for the grand 
final but was badly beaten by 
that great side Prague (2.5). 
The following year APIA came 
second, again to Prague and in 
1961 the club slid down the 
ladder to finish seventh. 
In 1962, the year of 
formation of the famous 
Australia Cup, APIA started 
well in the early rounds and 
was favoured to do well in the 
Federation Cup as well as 
Australia Cup. On May 28 
1962 fortunes changed, with 
an unfortunate 5-2 defeat at 
the hands of Budapest and the 
team finished second in the 
league with 29 points to 
Budapests 30. APIA‘s goal 
difference was far superior 
(65:38) to Budapest's (61:45}, 
but that one point between the 
sides was sufficient to keep 
APIA behind its arch rival. 

Yugal won the inaugural 
Australia Cup, and APIA 
managed to win the 
Federation Cup, its first 
major trophy, and only one 
of many to come. 

The following year, APIA 
finished second. again to 
Prague but managed to beat 
Prague in the major semi-final 
and qualify for the grand final. 

Alas, despite some good 
showing early, APIA was 
beaten soundly by South Coast 
4°0 and had to wait yet another 
year in search of the big 
success. 

After 17 rounds of the 
1964 season, South Coast 
led by a point from APIA, 
but the Leichhardt team 
stormed home in the closing 
stages to take the 
Premiership with 31 points 
(59:35), from Bundapest on 
28 points (53:34). It was 
APIA‘s magnificent forward 
line with young Johnny 
Watkiss at the helm, which 
made the difference in the 
end. 

APIA then qualified to play in 
the grand final against 
Budapest. Johnny Warren and 
John Watkiss, two of the 
brightest young stars in 
Australia. were pitted against 
each other. 

Some 18,000 people turned 
up to see the game in which 
Budapest had the better of play: 
in the first half but still went 
into the dressing room at half 
time losing 1:2. 

Some say that the referee 
made a couple of curious deci- 
sions which did not help the 
cause of Budapest and gave 
APIA the edge.

But if there was any doubt 
about the first half it was 
quickly dispelled in the sec- 
ond, at Watkiss slammed in 
five great goals to com- 
pletely shatter Budapest. 

APIA won 7:2, recording the 
biggest grand final win to date, 
with Johnny Watkiss as hero 
with five goals 

The same year APIA was 
tipped to win the coveted 
Australia Cup, qualifying for the 
final in Melbourne against the 
local side George Cross. 
Watkiss and Jaros netted for 
APIA to give the visitors a great 
chance of winning, but an 
unfortunate own goal by an 
APIA defender gave George 
Cross the ga e by 3:2. 

In the semi-final of this great 
competition, APIA repeated its 
success over Bundapest, 
winning 4:1 

APIA led the competition in 
1965 but after being beaten by 
South Coast (3-4) slid down 
the ladder to finish third behind 
its arch rivals, South Coast and 
Budapest. 

Without Falconer and 
Sinclair who returned to their 
native Scotland, APIA lost the 
rhythm that had carried them to 
sO many important winds the 
previous season 

Ricardo Campana, one of 
the finest players to grace 
the soccer turf in Australia, 
arrived to boost the playing 
staff at APIA, but failed to 
give the team its quota of 
points needed for top place. 

However, this situation 
quickly changed as AHA came 
to the fore, winning the

competitions in 1966, then in 
1967. The 1967 runaway win 
for premiership honours is best 
illustrated by the final count; 
APIA with 37 points and 65:19 
goals in first place, Budapest 
with 31 points (43.26) in 
second place. 

In 1966 APIA won the 
Ampol Cup but failed to 
impress in grand finals that year 
and in.67. The following year 
(1968) APIA finished third but 
managed to qualify for the 
grand final, losing to Hakoah, 
enough thanks to a vital goal by 
Johnny Watkiss who was now 
a member of the Hakoah team. 

A change in club policy over 
“star-players’ brought about a 
downturn in APIA‘s fortunes 
and for a number of years, APIA 
Stayed among the mediocre 





clubs, floating about the middle 
of the table. In 1969, despite 
finishing fourth, APIA managed 
to win the grand final but that 
memorable team was soon to 
disperse, leaving APIA a very 
ordinary side.

Philips League and State 
league authorities should 
consider a ruling to allow 
players to be treated on 
the field of play without 
stopping the game. 

This ruling has been introduced 
with outstanding success in the 
schools’ competition in Sydney 
run by St George BSC. 

"The ruling is allowing games 
to flow which is making the 
games much better as a specta- 
cle,” said the competition organ- 
iser, Alan Barton. 

Barton is the St George full 
time promotions manager. 

His competition for schools in 
the St George and Sutherland 
Shire region already has 1000 
boys. 

Since coming to Australia and 
watching the way Rugby League 
and Aussie Rules players are 
allowed to be treated on the field 
of play without interrupting the 
game, | have thought the same 
ruling could be used in soccer. 

One of the attractions of Aus- 
tralian Rules is its non-stop action 
which allows momentum to be 
built up for the players and the 
supporters. 

There is nothing worse than the 
Mong delays in soccer as @ mass- 
eur comes on the field to treat an 
injured player. 

Sometimes these delays can 
last two to three minutes before 
the player either recovers or is or- 
dered to be moved off the field by 
the referee. 

To allow a player to be treated 
on the field and not infringe the 
offside ruling he must be consid- 
ered not involved in the game 
until he gets on his feet. 

Other than that nothing needs 
to be changed 

Just a wave from the referee 
and on comes the medico while 
the game keeps on flowing, even 
if the player eventually has to be 
taken off. 

Referees play an important role 
in contributing to a game as 3 
spectacle. 


aO)INISO)N 


If they blow up for every minor 
infringment they ruin the game, 
whereas if they try to allow the 
game to flow they are a major in- 
fluence contributing to spectator 
enjoyment. 

! believe referees have three 
major functions 

Number one, and above all 
others, is to provide protection for 
players. 

Once a week referees allow the 
toughies to get away with undue 
violence other players begin to 
take the law into their own hands, 
and alt hell can break loose. 

This can produce situations like 
the near “all in battle” which 
erupted in the APIA-St George 
game recently. 

Number two priority for a refer- 
ee is to interpret the rules 
correctly. 

Number three is to contribute 
to the flow of the game by sen- 
sible use of the advantage rule 
and by ignoring minor in- 
fringments where possible. 

The introduction of a ruling that 
would allow referees to continue 
the game while players were 
being treated for injury, should be 
welcomed by al!. 

Soccer badly needs to attract 
more spectators to its games. 





It will do this only if it can pro- 
duce more enjoyment for the 
people who come along. 


While marching girls, stunt 
men and other gimmicks can be 
additional entertainment what the 
people want is skilful soccer and 
exciting spectacle 


Excitement is built up during 
continuity of play, either while 
one goal is under sustained attack

You get neither with a finicky 
referee and the present injury law 
which dictates that the game 
must stop while players are trea- 
ted on the field of play.

They were told, on Wednesday 
morning, to pack and go by Leo 
Baumgartner, Gutendorf's assist- 
ant-coach, who was acting on 
‘the orders of the boss’. 

Gutendorf was not in New- 
castle at the time, he was in Adel- 
aide to watch Partizan play, but 
said Baumgartner: “Orders are 
orders and they had to go.” 

Gutendorf wholeheartedly 
backed Baumgarther immediately 
he arrived in Newcastle on 
Wednesday. 

“If we don't have discipline 
among the players there is no way 
we can succeed in our objects of 
building a worldclass team’, he 
explained. “I will not have any 
players breaking or bending the 
rules no matter how good they 
are.” 

The two Brisbane Lions players 
were Tony Brennan, a highly 
capable striker, and Nigel Low- 
ndes, a well regarded and most 
capable goalkeeper. 

The remainder of the 20-man 
squad assembled in Newcastle 
certainly got the message.

He 
was a highly colourful player, bri!- 
liant in all he did and with a per- 
sonality that drew people through 
the turmstiles by the hundreds. He 
was 50 clever on the field that he 
was quickly dubbed, in admira- 
tion, as ‘The Professor” 


Born in Vienna, he joined the 
noted FK Austria Club and 
became one of its leading players. 
He toured with the club when it 
visited Australia in 1957. He re- 
turned to Sydney during the next 
year to join Prague with which he 
played for seven action-packed 
seasons before retiring. 


He induced other top players 
from Austria (Walter Tamand, 
Tany Schwarz and Shagi among 
them) to migrate to Australia. 
They did and joined Sydney clubs 
without a transfer fee being paid, 
That led to Australia being sent 
into the Soccer wildemess by 
FIFA for a long period.

“part timers’ and can't be ex-

Let us look at the “professio- 
nal” part first. Is this really a legiti- 
mate excuse? 

| don't believe this can be used 
@s an excuse. because you do not 
have to be paid an enormous 
amount of money every week, to 
behave and be professional 

Proper attitude and application 
to the game is what I see as being 
3 professional approach 

If a player is wearing dirty 
boots, socks down around his an- 

les, shirt hanging out in need of 


a haircut or shave and turning up 
fate for training or games, {and 
blaming all these things on not 
being paid enough money!) then | 
would recommend that you give 
him the “sack”, because he will 
never be what I call a ‘‘pro”™. 

So what can we do in Junior 
soccer to help improve this? What 
can we do to get our youngsters 
started in developing good 
habits? 

How about starting with the 
coaches. Remember. we should 
not only teach these boys how to 
play the game. but also how to 
behave and look 

Let us call this: LOOK THE 
PART. A coach's appearance is 
very important especially when 
working with young boys. If you 
are clean and smartly dressed, 
you will give a good impression, 
and you will also find that boys 
will copy you 

You can't expect boys to re- 
spect you. and be dressed proper 


ly. if you set a bad example by 
being poorly dressed 

Wear a clean tracksuit, clean 
boots or sandshoes {| pefer boots) 
and if the weather is not cold, why 
not wear shorts. socks and a 
soccer jersey. 

By joing this, you can now 
demand from your players, to turn 
up for training. and of course their 
games. with clean boots and qood 
appearance 


Show the lads how to clean 
their boots how to check the 
studs and also, something a lot of 
coaches are forgetting, how to tle 
their boot-laces correctly. | get 
sick and tired of seeing boys 
having to stop during a game to 
ce-tie their boots. or miskicking 2 
ball because of incorrectly tied 
faces 


Player's boots are his “tools of 
the trade” and as such should be 
treated with loving care
